EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Draft Recruitment y Rules for the post of Assistant Surgeon 
Grade I under the administrative control of Director General, 
Armed Forces Medical Services were approved by the Ministry 
of Defence in consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission on 19th January, 1967. Copy of these Rules 
as finally adopted was forwarded by Minislry of Defence to 
Union Public Service Commission and the same were apmoved 
vide Union Public Service Commission letter No. F. 3/4(24)/ 
66-PR dated 13th October, 1966. 

Now pay scale of Assistant Surgeons Grade I has bten 
revised from Rs. 650—1200 to Rs. 700 -1300 vide Ministry 
of Defence letter No. CP(P)/5288/NHQ/5966/D(Civ-T) dated 
04(h August, 1978. This pay scale will be admissible to 
Ihe existing Assistant Surgeons Grade I who are found fit by 
the Screening Board. As these scales are effective from 1st 
January, 1973, it is proposed to amend the Recruitment Rules 
from retrospective effect i.e, from 01st January, 1973 and 
publish them as Statutory Rules and Orders. 

It is certified that the publication of the proposed Recruit¬ 
ment Rules in Statutory Rules and Orders would not adversely 
affect any person presently in service.
